Therefore, since these 
combinations of elements are not taught or suggested by the prior art of record, they are 
allowable. It is noted that claim 71, although substantially amended to recite the subject matter 
set forth in previous claim 7, has been further amended to remove subject matter not necessary 
for patentability and to, in addition, correct a discrepancy between the subject matter in claim 7 
and amended claim 1 . Claims 14-42 are being canceled by this amendment as being directed to a 
withdrawn invention.
